Preparations to Avert- the Danger at 
the English Ports— Hamburg 

Vegaels Quarantined. 



Deniaiula Tliat Tliere ha an Entire 
Stoppiifre ot Trado With lu- 
fucted Ports. 



Tlie Siliiation Considered Serious 
Montreal— Importation of 
Bags Forbidden. 



MoNTREAB, Aug. 26. — The outbreak of 

the cholera at Hamburg has caused conaid 
erablu uneasiness in Montreal, aa thestoain- 
era of the Hamburg-American Packet Com- 
pany arrive weekly at this port from Ham 
burg and Antwerp. W. C. Munderloh, 
manager of the company, states that every 
precaution will bo taken to prevent • tho 
disease, and he will afTord the health au 
thoritiea every assistance in his power. The 
steamship Waudrahum saila from Antwerp 
on Thursdiiy for Montreal, but she was in 
Hamburg live days ago. The next boat tliat 
will louvo Hamburg for Montreal ia the 
Steinlioft, on September lat. Tramp steam- 
era are also leaving Hamburg for Nlontrcal, 
but none are on tlio way now. The chairmau 
of the IVovincial Board of Health, Ur. iC. 1'. 
Lachaptille, in diaeusaing tho situation to 
day, said : "Tho fact that wo are iu direct 
communication with Hamburg makes tho 
situation serious. I liopo, however, that 
tliu season being ao far advanced now will 
lessen tlio chancea of tho disease appearing 
iu Canada, but it cannot bo forgotten that 
tho danger ia increasing. Our protection 
depends on the (luarantine, and this 
is not en'cctive. It ii in the 
handa of tho Dominion Government to 
protect tlie country. I cannot say th»t 
Montreal is fully prepared. The noain weak- 
ness of our system ia that we have no proper 
apparatus for rapid and thorough diainfec- 
tioD, aud tho sitely of tho city depends 
especially on having Euch an apparatus. 
The city might be bettor cleaned than it is ; 
but wo are nnt so bad there. The best safe- 
guard! is to prevent the landing of the dis- 
ease, and if we. are not satisfied with our 
quarahtino system the city must be pro- 
tected by other means.' That is the 
re&Bon why we should have a Port 
Inspector." He added that, at the pres- 
ent time, the Goremmont should absolutely 
forbid tho importation of rags, no matter 
where they como from. Dr. Labcrge, tho 
city's health oQicer, says he will take every 
precaution against tho landing of any im- 
migrant or any member of the crow of a 
vessel from an infected port until the vea- 
sel haa been thoroughly overhauled by the 
proper authorities. 

UosTOK, Aug. '21). — The steamer Kehr- 
Tfeider, from Hambnrg, was boarded by tho 
port pliyaician wheu alio reached quaran- 
tine, this inorning. She had Boventy paa- 
sengera, all of whom, with their baggage, 
were transferred to (Jalloupe'a Islaud, 
where tho passengers will be cleansed and 
their clothing aiul baggage fumigated. Tho 
captain of the steamer reported that there 
had been no sickness whatever on board, 
and she was allowed to proceed to her 
wharf in lioaton. 

Hamih:iiii, Aug. 26 — There have been re- 
ported to-day 'J02 freali cases of cholera and 
SG deaths. The weather ia cooler and there 
hus been rain since 1 o'clock a.m. Kever- 
theless, in the vicinity of the harbor tho 
disease sbowa no signs of abating. Forty 
private companies aro at work disinfecting 
dwellings in the city and its suburbs. Gen- 
eral indignation is felt toward the author- 
ities because they suppressed for three 
weeks the fact that Aaiatio cholera was 
fpreading in the city. In Altona tho water 
aupply is failing. It ia reported that in 
I'inneberg and Kiel several cases of Asiatic 
cholera have been discovered. 

I'Aiiis, Aug. '2li — In Havre to-day there 
were 48 fresh cases of cholera and 21 deaths 
are reported. > 

T.nNpf>v, Aug. 26.— The apprchoasiouo 
lately enrertained in Eogland regardiog the 
danger from cholera have suddenly develop- 
ed into a genuine scare. The fact that two

Some papers go further aud seize 
the opportunity to insert tho thin edge of 
the wedge of a crusade against the admis- 
sion of alicna at all in the future. At Urima- 
by, Hull and Lynn lloating_ hospitals are in 
readiness to receive immigranta who aro 
detained for medic»l examination or care. 
Orders to prepare similar uccommodationa 
have been sent to other porta. The steamer 
Normandie, of the Humbiirg American 
Packet Co., will bo held at Southampton 
when she arrives, and her passengers care- 
fully examined before she is allowed to pro- 
ceed. 

RoTTEUD.'^M, Aug. 20.— The ship Jaaon, 
from Hamburg to Cologne, isjat quarantine 
off this city.

ViENXA, Aug. 26, — Four hundred and 
fifty-eight doctors have ofl'ered to attend 
cholera patients *on condition .that, in tho 
event of their deaths while in discharge of 
their duty, their families shall bo provided 
for. Tho Austrian uuthoritii!S, in spite of 
the protest of the members qttho Produce 
Hxchange, have decided tliat.^ln view of tlie 
excellent sanitary condition of 'Vienna, the 
annual internaiional grain market Ishall be 
held on the dote originally fixed. 

Berlin-, Aug. 25.— Tho carriages of all 
trains arriving at Berlin and Cologne, from 
Hamburg, aro looked until tho passengers 
have i)con exuniiucd by phyaieians.

Ivoch ia reported to have said that the imm- 
bcr of caaes of eliolcra in Ifamliurg ia not 
great in proportion to the popiilalion, but 
that tho virulent eharac.er of the diaease 
gives ground for tho greatest possible anx- 
iety.

GROUNDED OiNT A IIOCK.

The British tramp steamship Bushmills 
which cxmo around tho Horn, ii few weckn 
Ego, and paa«ed up to Taucouvcr to dis- 
chargo cargo, came down, hut evening, and 
tied up at tho Outer wharf. She will go 
into the dry dock at Kequimalt, on tho 30th 
inst., having run. on a rock in Jluirard Inlet, 
auataining some- damages, lttiV'*^xtsirt'*of 
which is, liowevor, yet unknown. 

Tho Buihmilla is an iron steamship of 
4,000 tons register. When she arrived at 
Vancouver there was a keen competition 
between a couple ot the dock owners to 
have her discharge her oaruo at their par- 
ticular wharves. Finally Kvans, Coloniaa 
it Kvans succeeded in "capturing the prize" 
and tho Bushmills went to their new dock. 
She was, it is understood, guaranteed 
plenty of A'ater, but it subsequently tran- 
spired that there was not suiiicient depth 
aud w hen the tide was low the big vessel 
was tilked up on what is suppoied to bo an 
enormous boulder. 

The vessel was lot damaged so much aa 
to take in water, but was so strained that 
it haa been considered advisable to have her 
docked for repairs. 

The agents of the underwriters were ad- 
vised lost evening of her condition and have 
arranged to have her go into the dry dock 
on the 30tb. 

Tho Union S.S. Co. 'a steamer Cutch will 
probably go into tho dock ahead of the 
Bushmills, there beiug plenty of room for 
both. 

(^UEEN YipTOllIA. 

A New York Story as to llcr Majcstj'. 

New Yobk, Aug. 26.— A dispatch from 
London says: The announcement that the 
Queen has decided not to hold any more 
drawing rooms in person, but to hereafter 
delegate all such functions to tho Piinecas 
of Wales, has created something of a sensa- 
tion in aristocratic circles, and is accepted 
aa a virtual withdrawal of the venerable 
sovereign to private life. It ia explained 
that, after several recent drawing- room 
leToo.x, the (jjnecn haa been considerably 
fatigued, and haa also sullered from siek 
headache, and that aha sees no rraao'n why 
she ahould'continuo to ollioiale iu person at 
functiona when they involve physical suf- 
fering. It ia giiiierully believed, however, 
that tliu tjunen haa become alto- 
gether too feeble to allow any great 
strain upon her physical or nervous 
system, and that aho has come to tho con- 
cluaion that it is neoeaaary to husband her 
strength. It ia given out, however, that 
she will hold a court once a year at Hiiek- 
ingham Palace, at which she will receive 
the di]>lomatic corps and their ladies, to- 
gether with tho members of the cabinet. 
She will, however, personally revise the list 
of invited guests.

London, Aug. 20. — S'r Lionel Playfair's 
elevation to tho peerage aoarcely consolea 
him for the fuiluro to reoeivo the Post- 
master-Generalship. He waa so confident 
of being offered that ollice, that for the past 
two years ho baa hud constant coaching 
from the recent inoumbent, Henniker Hcii- 
ton, with a view to instituting certain re- 
forms of his when ho should obtain the 
position, 

Henry Labouohere, in an ansiver to the 
letter in which Mr. Gladstone .oaaumed all 
the blame for hit exclusion from the cab- 
inet, says he appreciates the courtesy to- 
wards himself and the delicacy towards the 
Queen exhibited by Mr. Gladstone ; but he 
will bn forced to adhere to his belief, that 
tho (,)ueen instigated ilr. Gladstone's 
course. To this Mr. (iladstone hai 
responded, repeating the usaortioii 
that he waa aussverablo entirely 
in every way for tho exclusion. He 
adds that it must nob bo sought to Ifiy 
tho bUmo anywhere else. This has called 
forth another communication from Mr. La- 
bouohere, in which he thunka .Mr. Glad- 
stone again for hie exprosaion of kind per^ 
sonal feelinga, but hima ho is justified in 
adhering to hia original view of tho matter, 
seeing that the Queen meddled in the make- 
up of tho Cabinet. Mr. Laboucliere closes 
with wishing the new Ministry every sue- 
cees, but declaring that he ia too good a 
Radical not to force as mnch aa poasiblo in 
the way of u'enuiuo reform out of the party 
in power. Mr. Labouchere leaves to'mor- 
row for a holiday in Italy. Ho has received 
hosts of letters and visits from hisadniircra, 
including many cranks who have annoyed 
him considerably.

Tho Canal Tolls (Incstlon. 
Wasiiinoton, Aug. 27.— In reply to an 
inquiry as to the operation of the Canadian 
proclamation of the President, the Treasury 

Department telegraphed K. W. Meddaugh, 
Collector, at Detroit, Mich., as followa : 
"Goods in transit on through bills of lading 
from one American port to another, trana- 
ported partly by water, by American vcs- 
aels as ia required by law, and partly by 
land throuyli Uiuadu, transhipped either at 
American or Canadian porta, are not within 
the lu'ohibition of the Preaident'a proclama- 
tion. On proof of tho arrival of luch gooda 
in the U. S., aa provided iu tho circular ot 
department, tolls will not bo collected." 

ItradntrccI'M Iteport. 

Nevf York, Aug. 20. — Telegraphic 
advicea from Montreal to Brudttreet'a 
uro more fivorable, general trade in Quebec 
being fairly active and tho outlook good. 
Naval stores, flour and grain are tho only 
ataploa claascd as dull. Toronto dispatches 
respecting trade in Ohtario are quite as en- 
couraging. Wholesale trade ia in good 
shape, with the demand for ataploa fairly 
active. The estimate ia mode that Canada 
will have from 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
buahels of wheat for export this_ year — an 
Linuaually largo quantity. Canadian leather 
minufaclurers, like their American cousins, 
a;e about to curtail tho output. The bank 
clearinga at Halifax, Montreal, Toronto 
and Hamilton aggregate §17,910,000 this 
week, a trille leaa llian lust week, but a 
gain over the total in the lil;c week laat 
year. Omitting Haujilton, which doea not 
furnish comparative totala for IS'Jl, three 
cities show a gain of -1.4 per cent, over the 
like week laat year. There uro 18 failures 
reported in Canada this week. Last year 
the total was 26, and in the like week, of 
1891 it was 21. 

Ogden'it DcfaiilClnR Treasurer. 

Ogden, Utah, Aug. 20. — Tho pcoplo of 
Ogden aro greatly exercised over a report 
that City Treasurer Helfrich ia a defaulter 
to the an-.ount of SIu,00O. A city warrant 
for $-1,000 was preaeuteu, yesterday, at the 
Citizen's Bank, where Mr. Holfrich keeps 
tho city funds, and wkero ho ia alao a bank 
clerk. Tho warrant waa dishonored and 
tho atateinent made that there wero no 
funds, it is said that Treasurer Helfrich 
has acknowledged tho shortage and will aur- 
render himself to his bondsmen. 

More TenuesHce Arrest.^. 

Knoxvili.e, Tenn., Aug. 20.— Over 100 
prisoners arrested yesterday and last night 
at Oliver Springs wero landed at Camp 
Carnea, Coal Creek, this morning. Many 
of them were recognized as having been 
among those who captured tho Chilhowie 
light infantry, of this county, and robbed 
them of everything they had. They will 
be tried for conspiracy and highway rob- 
bery. The next raid will be on Jellico, 

Fatal Wreck In ficorRlan Bay. 

Saoinaw, Mich., Aug. 20. — Tho steam 
yacht Wapiti, having on board H. W. 
Sibley, his wife, daughter and son, two 
young ladies of Bocheater, !N. Y., uud a.

The Association Arrive nt a Temporary 

Bettlciuent of Their Dif- 
ficulties. 

New York, Aug. 20 — At tho meeting of 
the afternoon session of tho Transconti- 
nental Traffic Asscciation the moat impor- 
tant business of the meeting waa transacted. 
This was the settlement of the queatioa 
relating'to the division of ^the'. payment of 
the subsidy to the Pacific Mail Co. The 
settlement is only a tetiaporary.'one, and ia 
on substantially the same basis as the agree- 
ment reached at tho meeting lield three 
mohths'agol Tho discussion to-day ooon-. 
pied .four hours, and, during most of the 
time, argument wus at white heat. 
J. C. .Stubbs, as representative 
of the Southern Pacific, insisted, 
it is understood, upon the retention of the 
old rate, while the representatives of half 
a dozen other roads urged that a change be 
made which would bo more favorable to the 
Norlliern lines. A compromise waa finally 
arrived at which is virtually a victory for 
tho Southern Pacific. By the compromise, 
the same rate of division as iu tho paat few 
months shall hold two months longer. In 
the meantime Chairmau Viniug ia to pre- 
pare a schedule showing just wliat business 
ia done, and bow far each company ia affect- 
ed. A meeting of tho passenger rate com- 
mittee haa been ordered to be called. This 
will probably bo held in Chicago, on Sep- 
tember 6. The meeting here wiU .probably ■ 
be concluded, to-morrow.

Th« Canal "Status Quo" to Continue- 
Tlie Canadiaa Channel to 
be Rnshed. 



Premier Abbott not Unlikely to Re- 
tire— rrotest Agrainst the Cbi- 
coutimi Election. 



(Special to tho Cov.ONiiT.) 

Montreal, Aug. 25.— It ia anticipated by 
th^so who appeared to bo well informed on 
the canal question that the Government 
will allow the "atattia quo" to continue, aa 
only six weeks of navigation remain this 
season at the furthest. Shippers will bo 
reimbnned 20 per cent, of the toll by the 
Qovornmont, and it is expected by tho time 
next season's crops have to be moved that 
Canada will be independent of tho United 
States, as the canal on the Canadian side of 
the "Soo" will bo fit for traffic. Hugh 
Ryan, contractor for tho canal, has acnt an 
agent to thia city to secure men for tlie 
work which is to be carried on all winter, 
ready for opening in tho spring. Thia action 
ia in pursuance of orders from tho Govern- 
raent to push the canal to completion with 
all posaible expedition. 

Amid tt regular downpour of riin the 
French warships L'Arethuae and Ilusaard 
entered the harbor yesterday afternoon 
about 5 o'clock, and -were moored at the 
Victoria pior. The oflicera and men were 
given a right hearty welcome by the iiayor 
and citizens' reception committee. The ves- 
sels will lennivin in port until September 5th. 

The insurance on the Metropolitan Kol- 
ipg mills, which were burned, amounts 
f 100,000. One. hundred and fifty men are 
thrown out of einployniont by the destruc- 
tion of the mills. 

It is accepted as a fact by leading Conser- 
vatives hero that Premier Abbott will short- 
ly retire and be succeeded by Sir John 
Thompson. It ia also understood that no 
remedial leS{islation will be proposed by the 
Government in the Manitoba School matter 
as the question is regarded as finally set- 
tled.

MTJSICIPAL MATTERS. 

To Ti£B Editor : — The mayor and some 
of the council seem to wonder at the defeat 
of the recently proposed loan by-laws, and 
ascribe all manner of trivial roaaona for the 
seemingly harsh action of tho ratepayera. 
But need there be any wonder at thu unfor- 
tunate position into which the financial af- 
fairs of the city have been thrown, when we 
SCO both mayor and aldermen at loggerheads 
on nearly all mutters of importauee ? The 
old scriptural quotation, " If the trumpet 
give forth an uncertain Bound who shullpro- 
pire himself for battle!" is aa applicable to 
municipal matters aa to things more divine. 
There certainly seems to be a sad lack of 
business tact and common bnsineas methods 
about moat of the aldermen (including His 
Worship), and it is little wonder that tho 
ratepayers refused to entrust them with any 
moro authority than they possess ot present. 
What's worth having is worth working for, 
and yet how much work was done to help 
pasa the by-laws by those who framed them 
than tho mere "talk" in council ohanibers? 
The aldermen aro a paid body of olliciala 
and if they aro afraid of tho work of organ- 
izing iu order to have necessary by-laws 
passed thoy should not wonder at the re- 
sult. The very fact that so small a vote 
was polled proves that absolutely nothing 
waa done to aecuro the pioper number of 
votes and it is ainiply begging tho question 
to say that tho ratepayers should take moro 
interest in public affairs. Let tho council 
create such an interest by treating public 
matters iu a business-like way. Aa an in- 
stance, take tho sewerage by-laws. All 
admit tho necessity of sewerage, and tho 
ratepayera, acting on tho advico of the 
best procurable . expert authority, 
chose tho system anppoaed to be 
beat suited to Victoria ; yet, in 
the face of thia we find ccrt.-^in of the 
aldermen who were not ekcle.il to advocate 
any particular system, opposing the further 
construction of sowers simply because their 
ort'u private ideas of sewering a city are not 
being carried out. Tho old cry of separate 
or combined sowers was killed long ago, and 
it looks very much like bad faith on the 
part of those aldermen who now try to 
block the wuy by raising these side iasuues. 
Sewera we must have, and, as before stated, 
the ratepayera having decided once and for 
all on the ayatem, let the city fathera show 
some common sense in treating the subject. 

The same remtrk holds good aa to the 
other by-lawa. Instead of first finding out 
what the actual outlay on account of the 
recent epidemic would be, and then asking 
for the required amount, the mayor and 
those with him, in the guilelessness of their 
hearts, ask for a good Tump sum— §70,000. 
Of course, there was no intention to spend 
more than waa necessary, but I leave it to 
any business man whetlier or not it was a 
proper way of trauauoting affairs. Of the 
absurd propoaal to spend ("blow in," I was 
going to say,) §100,000 on a hospital when 
we have a public market that ia [a crying 
disgrace to I he city, and a monument to 
the utter incapacity on the jjart of the city 
fathera to manage a public concern, I need 
say nothing. But cn pusaaiil if the council 
do nat care to try to woik tho 
market out of the "hole," why not 
let some private individual take it in baml. 
"Tho dog in tho manger" can sometimes 
be found in corporations aa well as in in- 
dividuals. , 

That the good by-laws were damned by 
the senaeleas treatment accorded them by 
somo of tho council, ia perfectly plain to 
any ono who will weigh the facts, and 
Alderman Hunter showed the proper spirit 
when he rebuked some of his confrera for 
their childish cry of " let'a reaign." Fight 
it out on these lines : Treat public busi- 
ness in a business like manner, and don't 
think that the ratepayers aro opposed to 
the city's good, simply because they some- 
times refuse to endorse your methods.

Takooovsk, Aug. 20. — ^Ihosa of your 
readers who have forgotten for a time the 

grasping greed of this cold world, 'who have 
stopped awny from "tho niaddiiig crowd" 
to rest and recreate tlio mind with pleasing 
poems from the choiceat penB, have felt the 
seductive iuQuencc of Sir Edwin Arnold'a 
dreamy lines, and, as they rea.d and muse, 
the wariiDg elements ■ in nature cease, a 
restful calm pocvades tho soul — tho har 
mony that fills tho poot'a aong, is aa u 
sounding fork thab tunes men's minds in 
sympathy with his own. And, ia their 
nuamgs', have they not longed to meet tho 
aiithor , of "The Light of Asia." To few 
this privilege has been granted, ¥oar re 
presentktive has talked to theitomortalbard; 
has been warmed into sympatijy and 
affection for the gre»t author, under tho 
benign ioQuence of hia presence. Sir Edwin 
Arnold has dreamy, grey eyes, mild, almost 
womanly tenderness of expression, and is 
very charming. He inilucncea ouo strangely ; 
after five luinutca' conversation, he hus 
gained your contideni;o, and you feel us if 
you would liko to tell liiin your religious 
doubts and feara, and roveroiitly ask his 
sympathy and advice. To sum him up in 
three worda, he ia a de;ir uld mun. 

"Tell ine something of tlio 'Li/jhl ot 
Asia,''' your reporter said. 

"Ah! what good worda have teen said of 
that work," remarked the kind, old gentle- 
man, "most extravagant expressions of sym- 
pathy, but all well meant. I have ever re- 
plied, if 1 could do good I would writo in 
my life's blood." 

"What inspired this great work ?" con- 
tinned tho riii.oNlsT reporter. 

" It all conies suddenly. I was sitting, 
one evening, vith my wife — poor soul, 
she's parted with this exiatence, when I 
suddenly rose from niy chair imd cried get 
paooil and paper, writo down these worda, 
my dear ; "The scripture of the Huviour of 
tho world, Lord Buddha, Princa Siddartha 
styled on earth. ' What is its purport, said 
my i^rife. It ia tho opening lines of my new 

Soera, I will call It ' Tho Liglit of Asia.' 
he poem waa inspired by tho many 
Btrango rooollectiona in my travels among 
eight hundred millioua of liuddhu \7orship- 
pers. When first I saw tho sacred bodhi 
t>rec, close to the temple of Buddhagvit, 
some 50 priests were praying beneath its 
branches. I was anxioua to procure some 
of the leaves of tho tree and said to one, 
"May X have just one leaf?' He replied in 
Japanese, ' Tuite the whole lot Cor nil I 
oare.' I plucked off six preoioas leaves, 
and . as my travels led me, ptroeeeded to 
Tooth temple in K indy, Ceylon. I' then 
informed the priest in cha^e of iny pos- 
session. ' Stay,' said he, ' I will call a 
Bieetinjg.' 

" Tho result of lihat' meeting was that I 
divided my previous relics among the five 
principal temples in Ceylon. Tho leaf pro- 
sented to Tooth temple waj edged in pure 
gold and placed upon the altar, a special 
service being performed over it) Bt stated 
intervals. The chief reason of my A-iait to 
the Orient waa to restore the ancient^ Brah- 
ma tetnpio in Euddhagva, in India, to 
tho Huddhists. lb was taken from the 
BuddhiaU by tho IJrahmina. Brahminism 
is tho older. Buddha hiuiself was a Brah- 
min. This ia the did'erence : lirahmas kill 
and cat (lusli iind Qsh ; Buddliiats do not de- 
stroy life ; both believe the preaeut exist- 
euca to bo only an ccjuatiou of life. Among 
tho aristocracy nine-tenths aro Shiutoats, 
which means i\ deep reverence for 
p^rent8 and nature. This ia the national 
religion. Tho Japanese are a very happy 
people ; they look upon religion lightly and 
smilingly aa they do on everything elae. 
They aro liuttei Hies. One of Dickens 
charnotcra, I believe, said t i his lady-love, 
'JIullo, hcre'u a euurcli, let 'a get married. ' 
The Buddhist siys, 'Hello, here's a churcli, 
let us pray.' Tii<:y go in, ring a gong to 
notify God that they desire his attention, 
mumbia a prayer, clap their hands live 
times to siguify to the Deity that they havo 
finished and trot out merrily, laughing- If 
a man lies sick with grave uiseuau, lio 
makes himself as comfortable aa possible, 
for in tho next cycle ho will ho whole 
again and eventually reach heaven. They 
care not for death — oh the sweet coasola- 
blon of Buddhism, as it is taught by the 

friest of the people ! Bub 1 am digressing, 
am striving at present to unite 800,000,000 
Buddhists and Brahmistsinbonda of brother- 
ly love. Thoy desire it, they bless my labors. 
Lords UufTerin and Conncmara are with 
me, they say, ' Do aa you liko. Do not 
come to as for money, or ask us to interfere 
in religions affairs. Apart from that, 
yon have our guidance, our sup- 
port and council.' The King of Siam 
wrote draw on me for any reasonable am- 
ount to help on the good work. You ore 
engaged in a bleaaed undertaking. Butmis- 
fortuue has overtaken mo at preaeut by the 
change of ministers at home. I am h^ndi- 
capped'by the policy of the present govcrn- 
nienb but I hope to overcome Llie diliicidty 
soon. The Mohunt rules at tlie great temple 
of the Saci'ed Tree, he became very alarmed 
at my prnposi.! to hand over llio tree and 
the temple to the lluddhiata, for ho draws a 
princely revenue from the pilgrims, He 
was as.surcd that his interests would bo pro- 
tected." 

"Will you tell me .something of your new 
drama, tin- Edwin'-'" naked the reporter. 

"My play, '.^clzuina, or the Japanese 
Wife,' has not appeared in print."

" "Will Buddhism imperil Chriatiauity!"

or Science. India will bo better for Budd- 
hism. Restore the temple, unite the people 
of tho South-easteru Asiatic continent in 
one common religion, Buddhism, and you 
have been brought nearer to au universal 
religion of three closely-welded links — 
Science, Buddhism and Christianity. Ah, 
iny friend," continued the great poet, "with 
enthusiasm. "liuddliism teaches clcaiiliueas 
of food and raiment, and cleanliness in 
habits. They all bathe. Tho acrviog peo- 
ple take a bath tsvice a day, and even tho 
burden-ben rers are scrupulously clean about 
their porsou. As an educated Japanese 
traveller once said to mu, 'ifou are a dirty 
race, whoever heard of your English cab- 
men takiug a bath?' Japan is u clean 
nation, I speak in a general way, Oaemust 
speak generally, and that ia so painful to 
the poet. Cleanliness is next to Godliness. 
Then are the Biiddhists nearer to Gud than 
we. Thoy are clean and pure. Their wo- 
men are strictly virtuoua according to tbeir 
own light. I thinlv tho French havo an ex- 
nrcssioii, 'morality of the heart.' " 

"But is not the state of morality deplor- 
able of Japan, aa we understand itV inter- 
rogated your reporter. 

" Pray do not put it in that way. They 
sell their bodies— yes, that is the middle 
class ; but- it is not from lust, but duty. 
Honor thy father and thy mother is all in 
all to them. Their parents are poor, needy, 
and of lior own free will their devoted 
daughter seeks a procurer and sells herself 
for S.'iOO, the contract binding her for three 
years. She gives the money to her parents; 
they make a virtue of necessity. At the 
end of three years she is honorably given to 
a hubbaud. Remember there is no religion 
in the marriage ceremony. Make allow- 
ancea for these things. She doesn't even 
promise lidelily. There ia simply a banquet. 
Cupa of wine are drunk by btido and 
groom, and they become man nnd wife. 
Tho wife, however, is as true aa a Luc- 
retia. There is no such thing aa unfaith- 
fulness on the woman's side. According to 
the new law, a woman can divorce her hus- 
band, but that they will never du. Mar- 
ried men are nllowed liberties, married 
women never. If a Japanese lady bo told 
of the unfaithfulncBS of lier spou.se, and 
asked why she alill keeps failh.ful, she will 
answer, ' If I am untrue, I v.'iU go to hell. 
It will be BO long before I reach Heaven,' 
Among the aristocracy there are noliai-suns. 
Tho women are strictly virtuous. In .Japan 
a female solicitor or sleeve pluckor, as they 
call her, is seldom heard of. I was once 
asked to address a bevy of blue blooded 
Japanese maidens. How aweet, how 
pretty, how clean they looked, bedecked 
in silks and satin ; their big olive 
eyes dancing with fun, their cheeks 
ruddy with health. The title of my address 
uas ' CiKstoma and Manners of l-'uropean 
Sofdety.' After describing the society of 
the Western schools, I said : ' Dear young 
ladies, bless your pure young hearts, remain 
Japanese ; do nob strive to know too much. 
Contiuua aa you arc, innocent, good, tho 
tenderesb of sisters, the moat faithful of 
wives, the gentlest of mothers, the best, the 
purest, the nearest to perfeotion of any 
tvomea on the earth, I am glad that I was 
spared to tell them this. My new drama 
was undertaken by these convictions being 
forced upon me. It ia a true tale. It is an 
effort to show what a high typo of human 
beings tho Japanese people are." 

' la tho march of civilization, more par- 
ticularly the introduction of l^nglish poli- 
tics, visibly afTuatLug the manners and cus- 
toms of Oriental races ?" asked the Coi/>nist 
representative. 

" To some extent ; hut in the large cities 
only. They havo adopted the great modern 
inventions, bub I think as a people they 
will always squat on the floor when eating 
and continue to Jiso their chop sticks. I 
have become quite expert in the use of chop 
sticks, and we would have a good laugh if 
you saw meat it. Biiglish governmental 
innovation is to the Orients like a atrong 
glass of wine — it unsettles them aud dis- 
turlja their equaniiniby. In fact it has 
made tho ministry very heady. The report 
that women are takiug an active part in 
politics is not true. lb is considered by 
them out of their sphere." 

" \Vere you ularmed at tho fire in mid- 
ocean. Sir Kdwin ?" s.iid your reporter. 

"I am never alarmed at tho workings of 
destiny. In a relative acnae, the conil:^ra- 
tion waa very alai tiling, but I am always 
prepared. On Aug. S, 700 miles from any 
port, the ship caught tire from fusion of the 
electric wire. Smoke and reek were soon 
discovered issuing from the ventilators. I 
have already writ ten to the I'reis, telling 
how tho great danger was averteil, and of 
the conduct nf Captain Lee and Ilia gallant 
row. The GOO paasengera behaved udmira- 
bly. Tho danger was considered flulliciently 
great to provision and lower the b,oata; 
for, in liie event of the lire apreading, the 
boats would havo been rendered useless. 
Tho Knipress of Japan is an able ship andaa 
far as human bauds can guide and protect, 
her passengers may place their confidence in 
her efficient uomiimuder aud hia trtisty as- 
sistants. When tho boats were being low- 
ered and tho frightened fajea of tho passen- 
gers dumbly (juestioned the anxioua oflicera 
as to their ukiniute fate, eagerly reading 
every shade and change of expression on 
the bronzed faces of the crew, I atood aloof. 
I could not aid the brava fellows, and my 
thoughts turned to the inevitable. I felt 
the shadow of death, but did not fear. ' la 
this the end?' I mused, and tho last 
lines of tho ' Light of Asia ' came to coni- 
furt mo : 

' Tho (lew is on tlio lotus, riao, urcat sun. 
Anil lift iny leaf and mix me with the wave, 
Om Manlfndine liimi, tlio sunrise comer!, 
Tho dowdrops alip into I lie sliininR acu. 
Bat wo were sa ved.' "

himselF, be did not recognize tho value of 
Mr, Labouchere'a services when making the 
new appointmenta. 

The Irish members have, as yet, made no 
sign. They are not reconciled to each other, 
but both factions acknowledge Mr. Glad- 
stone as their leader. It will soon be seen 
what they think of Mr. Gladstone's Homo 
Rule programme. It is more than probable 
that some of the Irish Home Bulers will not 
like ik. The men of extreme views do not 
want a pDrliamont in Ireland in anyway 
oubordioate to the Imperial I'arlianient. 
Wliat they want is complete legislative 
and fiscal independenoe for Ireland^ making 
the union between the two countries little 
mora then nominal. These men will find it 
very difficult indeed 'to swallow Mr. (Jlad- 
stone's scheme, whick does not leave Ireland 
independent or anything like independent. 
It is very likely, too, that the new Home 
Rule schciuo will not find favor in the eyes 
of hngliah Liberals. It may give too much 
iudcpenileuco to Ireland to please them. 
What, with the radicalism of tho euk-and- 
out Homo Rulers and' tho conservatism of 
tho Engliali Liberals, Mr. Gladstone will 
find it very hard to hold ou to power, and 
at the same time do much towards carrying 
out any scheme of Home Rule for Ireland. 



THJS BEOINNINO OF TROUBLES. 



Mr. Gladstone's troubles have com 
menced. There is division in hia ranks 
already. Tho Rudicals, to whom ho owes 
a great deal, are not pleased at the way in 
which the loaves and fishes have been divid- 
ed. They believe that they ought to share 
aoeording to their numbers and their im- 
portance to the party. 

They counted on Mr. Labouchcro being 
& member of the Homo Rule Ministry. Mr. 
Labouchere had voted with Mr. Gladstone 
and fought for him all through the struggle 
for Home Bule, and it was to be expected, 
when the victory was gained, he should 
have a good share of the spoils. It turns 
out that his name was not oven mentioned 
when Mr. G ladstouo waited ou tho Queen 
to consult with her on tho formation of a 
new Government. At first it was re- 
ported that Her Majesty emphatically pro- 
tested against Mr, Labouohere being taken 
into the Cabinet and a very free use was 
made of the Queen's name when tho nuittcr 
was discussed in tho press and at jiublio 
meetings. This ia regarded by tboaa who 
understand political etiquette to bo ao im- 
proper as to bo almost, if not altogether, 
indecent. This appears to be how Mr. 
Qladetone viewed the matter, for he has 
considered it necessary to write a letter to 
the newspapers, informing the nation that 
he is responsible for passing over Mr, 
bonchero when selecting the members of his 
Governmeat. 

What the result of this declaration is 
likely to be, does not yet appear. But it ean 
be easily seen that Mr, Gladstone cannot 
afford to lose the support of even a few 
Tiltra-Ridicals. He will need the vote of 
every member who has been elected to aup 
port him. The defection of even half i 
'dosen will play the very mischief 
with hi» already too sliin ma- 
jority. Mr. Labouchere is not too 
aiveot-tenii)ered a gentleman, and it 
i> evident that ho ia deeply olTonded at 
tho slight that has been put upon him. The 
meeting of his constituents at Northampton 
shows that they are disposed to back him 
up, no matter what course he may take to 
show his displeasure and to convince Mr. 
Gladstone of his importance as a member of 
the Libera.1 parly. 

It ia nob surprising that ttie leader of the 
Liberals did not include the name of Mr. 
Labouchere among the men he intended to 
appoint as bis colltugues in the Ministry. 
Mr, Labouchere had made himself exceed- 
ingly offjnaivo to the Royal Family, not only 
by his opposition to allowances to ita differ- 
ent niembera, biit by the coarac and diarc- 
speotful language which he used in the de- 
batea on those allowances. Mr. Gladstone, 
being a skilful politician, was too wily to 
place on his list of Ministers tho name of a 
man whom tho Queen might refuse to ap- 
point. He has too much tact to place both 
the Queen and himself in such an unpleasant 
position, if it could bo avoided. And the 
result has shown that he did not consider 
Mr. Labouohere an indispensable man. It 
is juit possible that the member for I^orlh- 
ampton may make up kis mind 
to prove to Mr. Gladstone that he 
did not act in hia own interest 
when out of regard for tho Queen's feelings, 
and in order to make matters smooth for 



A BRIGHT PROSPMGT. 

The prospect for the Northwest ia cheer- 
ing. Tho crop is a good ono all round. 
The harvest has commenced, and in a very 
few days even the lute sown grain will be 
out of danger from tho early frosts. Con- 
fidence in the Morthwest has of late been 
greatly strengthened. It is now believed 
that the farmer can calculate upon a fair 
crop there with nearly as much certainty aa 
he can in the Eastern Provinces. Tho early 
froats are tho principal drawback to tho 
settlement and progress of that vast region. 
The severe winter would be oheerfully 
faced and endured if the farmer could only 
be sure of harvesting the whole of his crop 
safely. Tho extent of fertile soil in pro- 
portion to tho area is very great 
throughout almost the whole of the 
region, and tho climate in spite 
of the coldness of the winter— perhaps 
on account of it — ia extremely healthy. 
We SCO that immigrants are pouring into it, 
but there is laud enough for all. Tho coun- 
try may be filled up sooner than most people 
expect. If it takes a start now, the slow- 
ness of its growth at first will be hardly re- 
garded Bs a misfortune. The country is at 
present better prepared for settlement than 
it was a few years ago, and the new settler 
will not bo ritiuirod to encounter as many 
diflficulties and hardships as the pioneers 
were obliged to overcome and to endure. 
Seeing that the prospect is so bright, we are 
not surprised that the people of Manitoba 
and the Northwest generally are in good 
spirits, and are talking more hopefully than 
ever of the future of their country. 

A LIT'FLB CRISIS. 



Tho crisis in tho Legislature of thcNorlh- 
weat Territories will very likely prove a 
tempest in a teapot. The late Governnr.ent 
was defeated by a majority of one. It will 
not be very easy for the new Government 
to carry on the work of legislation with 
such a very small majority. A compromise 
must be made or there must bo a now oico 
tiou. It is not likely that tho members of 
jjj. either tho Government party or the Oppo 
sition party relish the prospect of goiog to 
the onuntry so soon after a general election. 
A good many of them, therefore, will feel in- 
clined to patch up the diaagreement in somo 
way, and put a Government in power which 
will have at least a fair working majority. 
It does not appear that the Government 
was defeated on a qjestion of principle, for 
if tho present majority was opposed 
to the late Government's policy on 
tho school question they would 
have defeated it on tho School Bill 
division and thus have prevented the pas- 
sage of that measure. U the report that the 
Speaker, Mr. Ross, will resign and join the 
minority ia true, there will be onother dead- 
lock, and perhaps another change of Gov- 
ernment. This kind of thing cannot go on 
very long. Tho men of tho Northwest havo 
to work a new constitution, and a good 
many of them are green hands. The 
present troubles will give them experience 
and will not do the Territories much harm. 
The wheat will grow and the cattle ou tho 
ranches will increase and multiply no mat- 
ter how much the members of the Legisla- 
ture may squabble or how often the Govern- 
ment may be changed. It appears that 
personal rather than publio matters were at 
the bottom of the crisis, and the quarrel- 
some legislators will fiod out that their dis- 
agreements are of very little oonsequenoe to 
the country, and that the impracticable 
membcra among them will soon be made to 
give place to better men. 

THE BLEGTION OAMPAIGN. 

The presidential campaign in the United 
States is going on briskly. Both parties, as 
far as can bu seen, aro in good ^pirits, and 
both are apparently sanguine of success. 
Thf) pnliticiana of both sides arc hoping for 
material changes. Tho Dtinocrats profess to 
expect a considerable incrcaso of strength in 
the West, and the Repuklioans hope to make

a break in the hitherto solid South. Whether 
either or both have reliable ground for 
their expcetit'ou), none but the initiated 
can say. It does not appear that either 
party is making any (treat progress in tho 
East. States that were doubtful a year ago 
Seem to be doubtful still, and those that 
were calculated upon with certainty ftir one 
party or the other have undergone no visi- 
ble chango. It is admitted by all well-in- 
formed men who have no object in raising 
falso hopes or in creating unfounded fears, 
that tho contest will be a very close one, 
and that just now tho chances appear to be 
pretty nearly even. 

' The .tariff is still the chief issue. 
The Democrats argue and deolaim 
ogainat high duties, while the Re- 
publicans are trying to . convince 
tho people tliat the prosperity of tho coun- 
try depends upon the niaiutcnanco of high 
protection. There ia more argunieut in 
the American newspapers and less personal 
abuse than there has been for many years. 
Tho improvement in this respect is marked 
and it is very pleasant to see. It is sup- 
posed that the labor troubles, which havo 
been more numerous and more serious of 
lato than thoy have been for a long while, 
will injure tho prospects of the Republican 
party, for, it ia argued, if high protection is 
so beneficial to tho workiiigiuan why are 
the workingmen of the United States so 
discontented and why aro thoy ready to 
suffer much and run groat risks for tho 
mere chance of bettering their condition? 
The controversy ia an interesting one, but 
ib is not to be expected that it will bo set- 
tled during iliia uleciiou campaign. 

Mr. Cleveland seema to bo a greater 
favorite with his party than ever ho was. 
He has many onthusiastio partisans and if 
there aro any Semocrata who do not like 
him they are careful not to give public ex- 
pression to their feelings. Mr. Harrison is 
loyally supported by tho Republicans, but 
there seems to bo very little enthusiasm 
among hia supporters. It is pretty evident 
that they support the Fresidcnt for tho 
sake of party and principle, and not for 
Mr. Harrison's sake.

irARPER vs. CAMKROH. 

Tlio proceedings in this remarkablQ cubo 
h&vo originated under somewhat singulur 
circumstances. 

Two out of three brothers from the Soutli- 
ern States, in the early days of British Col 
lunbiB, in somewhere about 1858, came over 
to' tty their fortnneB in'the new colony. 

Their prinoipal occupation was raising 
and selling stock — cattle, sheep, and horses, 
and milling. 

There'operations were chiefly conduotcil 
in the upper country, the Mainland of li.C 
— in furnishing the various gold minini; 
camps, that were springing up along tlic 
Frasor river, with food and supplies of all 
kinds. 

There transactions were most extensive, 
and couducted with so much exterprise, in- 
tegrity and skill, that they soon aohieveil 
tho reputation of being a very Buccessful and 
wealcy firm. 

Their possessions extended over all tho 
iuhabited portions of tho country, and con- 
sisted of largo tracts of land, ranches, and 
bands of cattle, and cattle ranges at Kam- 
loops, Clinton, Qucsnello, Cliilcoten, and 
several other districts— together with a 
steam ilour mill at Clinton— and for a long 
time overyth;i;g went well with them. 

Bye and byo, however, tho senior partner, 
Mr. Jerome Harper, a man of great busi- 
ness capacity and character, became ill, and 
at last insane, and went down to California 
for his health. There ho died in 1872 or 
187.'i, leaving, by his will — compiled when 
his reason was sound — the bulk of his real and 
personal estate to his brother Thaddeus, 
the present plaiutilf ; who thus became 
paramount owner and manager of all the 
property real and personal of the firm. 

l%addeu( continued to carry on all these 
operations for, years, witii a fair amount of 
success. 

Alexander McEwen, who had been inti- 
mate with all his nflairs, and had been a 
principal agent in hi^ employ for u long 
period, describes him during these years as 
a sharp energetic business man and a hard 
worker, and generally successful in what 
he undertook, meeting, we can readily con- 
ceive, occasional reverses, which are inevit- 
able in that class of business operations, 
and surmounting them by the business 
qualities (Hemans calls him very shrewd 
and keen), to which ho owed his previous 
sucoesa. 

At this period those who were about hia 
person, and enjoyed and merited his confi- 
dence, (McKwen, Hemans, Saul, Warmsley 
and others), describe liim in their various 
evidence, as neat and orderly in his person, 
temperate in his habits, very reserved in 
his alTairs, careful and cautious in speech, 
decorous in manner to women, strong, wiry, 
and active in body, traversing the country 
by long journeys on horaehack, from camp 
to camp ; easily enduring fatigue, and kind 
and liberal to a small army of henchmen in 
hia employ, whose attachment in after 
years survived the rudo shock to which 
they were subjected by a sinister occurence 
which changed the whole current of Thad- 
deus Harper's life. 

On tho 1st of July, 1884,. while visiting on 
horseback ono of his camps^on tho Chilcotin 
Hills, on the west bank of tho I'rasor. ho re- 
ceived a kick from his horso, which sliat- 
tered his teeth and part of his jaw, 
struck on tbo left side of his head, 
and knocked him senseless to tbo ground, 
bleeding profusely, losing, one witness says, 
two gallons of blood. • '- • 

Twenty honra afterwards, #hen first seen 
by MoEwen, (I give it as nearly as possible 
in the language of his sworn ' evidence) he 
was in a cabin near the spot where the acci- 
dent occurred. 

He was unconscious; did not know any- 
thing then, with a wound in his face, his 
cheek cut through, and hia teeth fractured, 
tho jaw also was fractured. There was a 
slight mark on his temple of a reddish 
bruise. There was quite a cut hero (indi- 
catinj; a P^'''' of his aho^-o tlie brahi). 

bled profusely. 

McEv.'cn packed him on a stretcher to 
Vale, and by steamer to Victoria, wlierc ho 
placed hiiri in St. Joaepli's Iloapilul. 

There Dr. Davie and Dr. Helmcken at- 
tended him, all the time ho was in hospital. 

MoEwen remained in charge of him some 
sis weeks, night and day in the same room 
with him, at the hospital. 

Hurpcr did not recognize the people who 
called on him; not even Mr. Ritliot, wlio 
visited him frequently and wag iulin;ately 
acquainted with him, and he managed then 
all his financial ad'airs, but called him Alje 
Van Volkenberg — and so ho did with others. 

When ho went there first lie did not know 
anything whatever, but he got a good deal 
•better befoio ho went up country. lie was 
weak physioallv, but recovered his strength 
a little. 

Just before ho was hurt, ho was a musou- 
lar, strong, vigorous man. But he hns 
novor recovered that, not to this 
day. Formerly he could stand lots 
of hard work. I have- worked with 
him lots, and he could stand lots of hard 
work, but not since be was hurt. Of course 
he can stand something ; but not anything 
like he could before he was hart. He got to 
worrying iii the liospital about his bbsincss 
np country, and the doctor said he might as 
well let him. go; he would do better up 
country, tho way ho was worrying about 
tho business. 

So I had to take charge of him. Ho wasn't 
able to take charge of himself ; he was feeble 
in ways, still he looked strong, but he was 
feeble. I took him to the lionaparto Mill. 

Before the accident lie was not communi- 
cative, but very close to the people around 
him concerning hia business. 

After tho accident, he was altogether dif- 
ferent ; lie would eit down and tell every 
person his whole indebtedness and the whole 
thing ; a totally different man in that way 
to what he liad been. 

It is true ho used to talk about his busi- 
ness to me before he got hurt ; he would 
"counsel" with niu beoauao it was neocs- 
sary, as I used to bo managing bis affairs 
for him, and ho would talk to me about it, 
ask my advice, bnt never in those ' days to 
any one else. 

I never heard him talking to anybody elao 
about his business before ho got hurt. After 
he got hurt, he would tell anybody ho got 
talking to about his business. I don't re- 
niomber who, but several I have heard him 
talking to, at Clinton; in the hotel and bar- 



room 



He would tell them his whole indebted- 



nesB, and his w~hoIe biwinua; idlalioilt this 
great mortgage here in Victoria: TconUln't 
say bow often this has been going on since 
ho was hurt, bnt I have heard him do it 
many times. 

Ah to drink! Before the accident ^he 
drank bat very little. I have : seen him 
take a drink, but very seldom' before the' 
accident; after he used to drink a good deal 
more; I have seen blm take a good dcu.1. 

Before the accident he was quit« re- 
served; he didn't use to joke or use much 
freedom with his men. 

After it happened ha used to joke a good 
deal iMoro. Ho was not so guarded, too, in 
his language; he would use foul language, 
and crack different sorts of jokes from what 
he used to, altogether. Before ho got hurt 
you would hardly ever hear him swear, and 
afterwards I have frequently heard him use 
blackguard language. I luvo heard him 
joke in many ways since; not at all the 
same as he did before. He would crack 
jokes often about the women with the boys. 
I never heard him do that before ho was 
hurt. . " ' 

Q. How was he as regards capacity for 
business, tbe.desire to do business after- 
wards? 

A. After his accident he had a wonderful 
desiro to do business; hcBecmeiltn bo "right 
on" business, and wanted to do lots of busi- 
ness. 

Q. Did you cver^try to prevent him going 
into any kind of business after he was hnrtV 

A. After ho was hurt he didn't "coun- 
sel" 1110 any hardly. Ho would go right 
along then, and do tilings all himself, and 
wouldn't "counsel me" then, lieforo he 
was hurt he used to "counsel me," and tell 
mo if lio wanted a piece of work done; he 
would spciik about it and tell me how ho 
wanted it done, and the chance is that I 
saw that ho was not going at tlio work 
right, and I would tell him my idea of it, 
and he would tell mo theu, "That is a mat- 
ter you know more about than I do; go 
light along and use your own good judg- 
ment." 

After ho wouldn't "counsel mo" at all; 
wouldn't ask mo for any advice. I left liis 
employ in the fall of ISS,"). I don't know 
if 1 saw him in ISSG or 1SS7. I have seen 
him off and on since I left his eniiilny, hut 
don't remember where I have seen him ; 
don't remember the dates. I had business 
with him here in I88S, I think. I met him 
here in Victoria ; ho would come down to 
the Oriental any time I would bo in town. 

Q. How would he carry on his oonvorsa- 
tioit when you would meet him here in 
1S8S ? 

A. Oh, sometimes he would talk along 
pretty well, of course very much different 
to what ho used to. Sometimes i have met 
him when be wouldn't be much "off," and 
then there would ,bo other times when he 
would bo "away qff." 

Q. What would ho talk about when ho 
would bo away off 1 

A. Often about business. Business ho 
was going into — his mining apecnlutions 
(Horsefly, in the CaribooDistrictjn fromthe 
1.50 mile house.) He told niu he was going 
to run a ditch two miles long. I think ho 
bouglit th&t mine in abnut lti77, lam not 
certain. Ho never made anything out of it. 
From 1877 down to the time ho was hurt 
ho had never talked in this wild way in 
which I heard him talk about this mine. 
After ha was hurt, when I saw him here, 
ho would tell mo ho was going to make five 
million dollars out of tho Horsefly Mine. I 
said nothing. 

Q. Did you ever contradict him on these 
occasions t 

A. Yes, I believ« I did some time ago. 

Q. How did he like that ! 

A. He would get mad with me, and tell 
me I didn't know nothing about it. 

y. When ho would talk to you in this 
way what condition was ho in physically ? 

A. Well, ho is apparently now pretty 
strong physically, Ho would often treat at 
hotels. I don't drink myself. Before he 
was hurt I used to be managei- at his differ- 
ent places; in fact, I would go round and 
see to them all. I done that up to tho time 
I (|uit, till I.SS5, a year after he was hurt. 
Worked in tho same way looking after the 
raucliea up to tho time I left. Hia interfer- 
ence with nie with respect to that business 
differed from what it had been before the 
accident. He would want mo to do things 
often, and I would go right along and pay 
no attention and do as 1 wanted to do my- 
self. He would often tell mo things that 
were so far " off" that I would pay no at- 
tention to them — go right along and do 
things my own way. For instance, he would 
want mo to start up big works. He wanted 
mc to start and run a ditch on to a piece of 
property there and start up a big 
work, and I did not have ony money 
or anything to do it with, To start 
a ranch on one of his grazing lands, 
and he wanted me for to start up and fetch 
a ditch on to that and plough it up and 
sow it for to raise cattle feed. But bo did 
not furnish me with means, he had no 
means, so I would take no notice of it. 

Q. Why did you (juit liim ? Any diffi- 
culty lictwcen you ? 

A. Ko none, no. It was not so pleasant 
in his employ, after, as before. It was 
partly througli that I left. He began to 
think I was not managing things ua I ought 
to, and that he was payiug iiie Loo high a 
salary. 

Q. In what way were you incQnijictent 
A. Well, I didn't ask for no explanation, 
and ho didn't tell me. He gave mo no 
notice at all. I didn't know I was going to 
be discharged. I gave up charge to Warni- 
slc}', Harper's nephew, who was 
in charge at the mills at tho mouth 
of tho Bonaparte. Harper got at 
last so that he could get about on tiorse- 
back. 

Witness described how before tho acci- 
dent, Hurpor wiio had sent for his nephew 
Warmsley, in 1S7S, and always expressed 
himself warmly in his affection and appre- 
ciation of him 08 a deserving young man. 
After his'acoident he camV down upon him— 
waa " fearfully down upoh him,' used to 
talk about Warmsley very bad sometimes ; 
that he was dishonest in keeping a woman 
right there in the house at his expense and 
this sort of thing— which wasp't true. He 
kept no woman. Before the accident would 
"counsel" with Warmsley, after ho 
wouldn't consult him at all and had no con- 
fidence in him, and then "if ho waa spokon 
to in Warmsley's favor ho would got /)fiimb 
ti:il(i," got quite mad, <|uite mad witli mo, 
and walk about hack and forwards. 

By a Juryman: Did Mr. Haiper buy a 
farm from ono Stewart at the Bonaparte, 
and if ho did how mucli did ho pay for it ? 

A. I don't know, I think it was S.'^.J.OOO. 
I um not certain. I am not certain of tho 
year, but it was <ifln- tho accident. 

By a Juryman: Did tho state of Har- 
per's business after hia accident allow him 
to talk more freely about it, or whether the 
fact of business not being so prosperous 
might liavo caused him to talk more freely 
afterwards? 

A. I could not say. 

Tho Court: You know Harper a long 
time, to wliat did you attribute hia talking 
so freely about his business (ifter tlio acci- 
dent when ho didn't tulk about it heforc? 

A. Of course I thought if he had been in 
his proper state of mind lie wotddn'l /tare 
tn/ird .10, heravxr. T hip.iit inhe.n hi', vnn, IlitU. 
he diUii't,and I Ihink it was the slate of mind 
he teas in. 

(Note, this tnon managed they stock 



business and ranches of Hurpor 
up to 1888 and had known him from 18(i3.) 

Joaiah Hemans, who had known Harper 
from 1S70 and was in his service from the 
fall of 1879, was employed driving cattle to 
the xioilway (then in the course of construc- 
tipb)',under the railway beef contract.

Hemans was hired by Van Vol- 
kealMirg,-and had' charge of the cattle. He 
was afterwards in charge . of a stock con- 
tract with Mr. Qbodaore, in Yiotoria, in 
lS82orl883. i:' ' ^ ' ] 

Ho deposed :— I. handled Harper's stock 
forthiacontraot.- I wpnld sec him (Har- 
per) frecitteiitly '■^fhenever ho was in this 
country. Tben I saw him every few days. 
I was in hia confidence, knew most all his 
business, and had to buy noost of his stock. 
These relations continued right along until 
tho time hia ooutract was finisned — a 
little over two years ago (1890, } ■ 

Before the accident, he was always 
looked to through tho country as British 
Columbia's cleverest man at tho business. 
He exhibited it in various ways. In trad- 
ing, buying, selling and handling stock, 
and in all sorts of buainess in that country. 
He furnished tho mining camps in Cariboo 
with supplies, and alao all kiuds of business 
iu tho supply line. 

Then came bis aooidcat, After a long 
time, tlio remainder of that fall ho was able 
to get around after ho went up country 
again — hut ho waa very feeble. 

After ho camo up country again I 
uevcr had uny more to do with him person- 
ally us to buaincas iiiattcra. 

It was left moro in my charge even 
than before to drive tho cattle to fetch 
them to Mr. Gooducrc. 

But for money 1 hud to go to Mr. 
Fvithet. He was Mr. Harper's business nuin- 
uger. For a long time I used to go to him 
for anything I wanted, and Mr. Goodacrc 
would give it to ma through Mr, Bithet's 
instructions. 

With Mr. Ifarper, I liad at that period 
never anything to say or do— ho stayed up 
above then. IJe nccer intf.rfernl villi l/if 
biisincsf;, hcriins'. lie. diiln't roii.iidcr lie. ifffn 
rajiahli'., and didn't foiriiiltir Ae ranhl do any- 
tkiii<i in lltc ii'ny of bii.iities.i, and didn't in- 
terfere. 

y. Why ! A. Becauso he was incapable. 
Ho was hurt in such a way thot it was not 
considered he could do business. Ho 
couldn't remember anything. And if you 
told him anything to-day, he would forget 
it before to-morrow, and - be would -see you 
to-day, and come along to-morrow and see 
you, and if he knew yon perfectly well, he 
would call yoa by some oUier man's name. 
If ho ashed a dozen questions to-day,, ho 
would como alone to-morrow and ask the 
aamo things over again, and I would ex- 
plain it to him again, and I would prob- 
ably have to do it in tho siiiie way forty 
times — ao if we placed any reliance on him, 
wo could not have had anything done. 

Wo didn't aiik him for anything moro 
than tho g''nerul ciitliiio of thft busiiicaa, 
but as to going on and doimj aiiytliing, wo 
used to conauit with his nephew, who was 
iu charge at the mill — and with these 
people down here, viz ; Goodaore and 
Rithct. ' 

I knew nothing of the Lightning Greek 
transaction, except from Harper, that there 
were some notes given, and I know that at 
the time Mr. John Saul was m charge at 
the mill. , 

Hdrptr was at the time of the notes in the 
.lame condition he liad been all the time after 
the Jirst Pour or five months. Ho kept mend- 
ing for that foiir or five months. 

Aj'ler that four orfrc monlhn, he wan in 
jiisl the. ■'rune condition all l/ie lime, 

I knew about his nfl'aira at tho time. Tlie 
effect upon his allaira of his entering into 
this large obligation to pay SriO.OOO we con- 
sidered at tho time Mr, Saul waa up about 
there. Wo considered and were talking 
and said there was no use trying to go any 
further, that his business was gone if that 
note hud to be paid, there was no use try- 
ing to get on, his business couldn't stand it. 
Couldn't support thut. 

ICarpcr never done business that way be- 
fore the accident. 

I talked with him a good deal about 
these speculations — that ho was going fur- 
ther tlmn he had any right to think he 
could and handle tho business. 

His opinion ut that time was, that he 
was going to get a big lot oat of Horsefly 
Mine and it didn't mailer how much debt he, 
(jot into, he could take the money otu and pay 
fhem } he would pay the debts with gd'.d. 
He had a lot of men there digging. Tlio 
Horsefly never paid him. He had only 
been getting the work done that season. 
He hadn't taken a dollar out of it. 

He got mo to bring a lot of sacks up to 
bring down tho gold in, and was going to 
discharge mc for not bringing up enough- 

I took up enough sacks to bring all tho 
gold in Cariboo down. And he was very 
innH liii>:iiiHn lin siiiil. f didn't lirina enongli 
to bring it all. This waa in tho Fall of 
1SS7, 1 think, but am not sure. 

Hu said he was going to get a million dol- 
lars ill gold down, at tho very least calcula- 
tion and may ho more. 

(,>. Had lie then taken any gold out ? 
A. Not a dollar. 

Q. Aa to the purchase of the Alex. Burnett 
place, and tho I'erry Ranoho, don't you 
know about that '.' 

A. 1 wouldn't consider it a good bargain, 
and don't think it waa. 

Q. As to drink '; ICewouldtalk toanyhody 
after tlio accident about hii business. If he 
had a drink or two in him ho would ta 
anything, and you couldn't iiiako head or 
tail out of him. He would get evorytliiiu 
irdxed HI), and go from one thing toanother, 
and have everything ao mi.xed up that you 
could make nothing out of liini. 

lit! mould do that u-htthtr he had brxu 
drinhnij or not. 

John Saul, who had known liim from ISO. 
and had business with him from 18U(>, in 
the cattle business, 'np to 1879, when ho 
went into his employ as his manager, and 
stationed at the mill at Clinton, [and down to 
1 8SS, confirms, in substance, tlic evidence of 
tho previous witnesses on thcao points, us 
to the difTcrcncc in him in all business qual- 
ities, before, and after, tho accident. 

"Before, he was pretty shrewd in his 
bargain making, at that time. His pur- 
chases turned out generally, I should say, 
profitably. Ho then drank very little. I 
never sav; the cfl'cct of litjuor on him before 
ho waa hurt. He waa hurt about 1st July, 
and brought down to (Jacho Creek. Ou his 
way down McMwen had cliiirge of him. 
Alex. McKwen and Dr. McCluiru were with 
him, niid a couplo of other men, to the boa- 
pitul. 

I saw hi in when he was brought back 
again homo from hospital, Ife was not tho 
sanio man he was before. Pliysically ho seem- 
ed paralysed a little, and mentally not at 
all what he waa before. A per.aon in con- 
tact with him would nolicQ this change, 
though perhaps unable to point out exactly 
where it was. (Gives, in aubstanoo, the 
samo evidence as the preceding witnesses on 
all the poinla of difTcrenco in him before, 
and after, the uccideut.) 

Ho never recovered, and has not yet re- 
covered, his original phyaiqiie, nor from the 
appearance of being paralysed. 

Uo carries that to this diiy, in my opin- 
ion, r have seen him olfnnd on ainco. He 
is some better, hnt I don' I think has recovered 
hit mental riijnr at all, 'Ihe people round 
and^hia employes, when be came back, 



treated him with personal deference,.' bnt 
had not the samo opinisn of his judgment.", 

Besides the foregoing, there were several 
other witnesses for the plaintiff whoio evi- 
dence in full corroboration of the above. I 
have not had time or space to oKtraot here. 
They will be found in tho shorthand note^ 
of the trial and will repay perusal, 

Counsel for the defence, upon tho hearing 
of the motion for judgment, advanced tho 
theory that the finding of tho Jury might 
be considered not to have determined that 
Har])er was of unsound mind ofa the parti- 
cular time of judgment itself, and that he 
might be considered to havo been at that 
juncture sound of iniud, and liavo assented 
to It, and so to have been bound by ac- 
quieccenco with all its legal oonscquencea. 

But not only is the theory of acquieseenco 
in direct contradiction to- tho admitted fact 
of the succession of Chamber applications, 
however imperfectly presented, to get the 
judgment and prcioeedings sob nsLdo ; but 
it is destroyed in tho pre-existing fact, dis- 
covered after tho judgment, but now plead- 
ed, proved and found, of the fraudulent 
nature of the contract on which it -was 
founded, and Hid merciless haato with which 
tho now defendant sought to enforce it.

Wbea Uajor-General Horbecb an'd. tho 
Klinister of Miltla, Hon. McKeuzlo Bowell, 
come here, next week, to make a-a inspeo- 
tioa of liaquimalt defences, as well as to 
look after otlicr matters iu couneotiou with 
tlio military corps, regular and volunteer, a 
proposition will probably be put before 
them h«<v!ng ia view the estoblishment in 
Viotorifc of » battalion of infantry. 

Thoije unacquainted with military niat- 
tera -vrill probubly need tlie iuforinatiou 
that the present militia corps hero is garri- 
aoa artillery, and while as 4 'batitalioa it is 
efFective, khero is a good deal of woik con- 
nected with it Avhiob, to many who would 
otbeivriiB join, is unpopular. So fur 
ag the parades, cquad drill, etc. , is con- 
cerned, tlia order is tho aanie as in tho regu- 
lar infantry drill, but it is tho " big gun" 
work to which objection is taken. This 
disadv«ntiige, as some consider it, would bo 
dono away with by tho catitblishmont of an 
infantry b.ittnlion, and then thoso who fav- 
or either one or tho other, could have their 
■choice. 

Liist year Yiiticouvcr applied to tho Mili- 
tia Deparlmeut at Ottawa lor permission to 
raise nn infantry battalion, bub met with 
refusal. Permission w:i3, however, given 
fertile estubliabment of two coiTipaiiies of 
artillery, and it was understood thai Capt. 
Tatlow would take command witli tho rank 
of Colonel, but up to datn no furtlicr move 
has been niade, and it looks na though the 
artillery prcjpositiou was so unpopular there 
that few car« to go iu for it. 

Several Victoria >;entlemen have the 
Bohemo for an infantry corps in hand and 
will have it in shape to lay before the 
Major- General. They will uak the local 
members, Mr. Thomas Marie, M. P., and 
Colonel Prior, M. P., to support tlioir re- 
quest, and are confident should they be 
allowed to go ahead that they can got four 
Srst-clasB oompaniea together. This would 
make a small but ^ood battalion, which 
would be A credit to tho city und nn honor 
to its members. 

The move to have an infantry corps hero 
will not in any w.iy interfere with tbe ar- 
tillery but would rallier serve to improve 
the Utter, for tbe reason that there would 
be a spirit of rivalry botwcon the two bat- 
talions that would result in each trying to 
appear better officered, better dressed and 
better drilled than the other. The new drill 
hall now being built would, it is said, be 
large enough for all, and plenty of recruits 
can be had. In fact, a large number of 
names are already handed in and ttio list is 
rapidly swelling, •

Uany KmbarTngRlni; Falls Occur In the 
Court IJnUroouis of I5ur<)|)«. 

Dancing on the highly iioli.'thed and 
ptmpiL'tcd floors of the palaces of Ku- 
ropo iSiJittended with .somi' ilaiigvr, says 
Marmiiso do Ponlcuoy in the Now 
Yorlc llccorder, cspcciull.y when the 
heels happen to be hampered with tho 
spurs which form part and parcel of 
evtM-y fiill-dross ttniform. 

Tlio duUo of Aosta, nephew of ICing 
iluinhort, of Italy, is .sulTcriiig from 
the oJVeets of a .severe tuniblo while 
wult<;ingat a ball given at Pome by 
Mme. L« Ghait, the wife of tho Bel- 
gian minister to Washington. At a 
Viennese court ball I onco saw tho 
young secretavy of a foreign embassy 
full so tinfortiiualely while dancing 
with one of the uivhduehe.ssos that ho 
praetioally caine down iu a sitting posi- 
tion on her faee and caused her nose to 
bleed. I need scarcely add that be left 
Vienna next day and a week later ob- 
tained his transfer to anollier post.

I rcmomber one occasion at a 
court ball in Berlin where a young sub- 
til tcrii incurred the anger of the late 
Prince Fivderick Charles by trip|iiiig 
up his partner. Tlie prince asstiiled 
the young oliieer so liitterly that the 
late Emperor Frederick, then only 
m-own prince, was obliged to intervene. 
i\s it was. Prince Charles would not let 
tho young fellow off without a soimd 
lecture on how to daiico properly. 

AfowweiMis before the tragedy at 
Meyorling the Crown I'rineess Steidianie 
had a very nasty ftill owing to the 
gaiieherie of a cavalry officer with 
whom slic was waltzing. The emperor 
was terribly annoyed, and the late 
Crown Prince Rudolph spoke bis mind 
in no nioasnrcd terms to the culprit. 
l'''ar more polite was Kmperor Napuleoi.

As the mortified lancer 
scrambled to his feet the emperor ex- 
tended a hand to help him. and turning 
to the lady remarked: ".Mtidame, it is 
the second time that I have seen tlie 
colonel fall; tho first time it was on the 
battlefield of Magenta." 



VALUE OF FARM ANIMALS. 



Soerotary RusVs Dopnrtniont Gives Some 
Asricultural Statistics. 

Thn report of the department of agri- 
culture upon the number and values of 
farm aiiimtila and on freight rates of 
trausiiortation companies states that 
the estimated number of horses, on 
farms and ranches on the 1st of Jann- 
.iry was 15,458,140. This is cxclnsive of 
horses in cities. The estimates of mule.'? 
aggregate •2,IUI,(;S'J. The u.se of horses 
iu place of oxen has lieen progress- 
ing for years until few oxen are 
now tiscd for ftirm jmrpo.ses, lumber- 
ing or mining. The euumbcr of 
cattle on farms and ranches is esti- 
mated at 10.'tlO,3.'jl milch cows and 37,- 
((.'ibS;!'.) other cattle. The aggreg'ate 
number of sheep is estimated at l-K'J.'JS,- 
".(i;"), an advance of about :! per cent. 
Swine are estimated in numbers at 52,- 
81)8,019, an increase of ;i to ■! per cent. 
The wealth of the country in farm ani- 
mals is eqnal to a per capita valuation 
of S-tO, or an increase of SS}^ per cent, in 
twelve years. 

The average value per bond for all 
ages of each class of animals is as fol- 
lows! Horses, 865.01; mnles, 875.55; 
milch cows, 821.40; Oxen and other 
cattle. SI.'i.lC; sheep, .S3.r,S; swine, .?4.00. 
'i'lie jeiauviil ul tin- eiiibaiKo oil .viiier- 
iean ])ork products in most of the coun- 
tries of l')uropi' lias resulted in an ad- 
vance in farm priei's of 1(1 jier cent., and 
the increased value per head alone has 
added 833,000,000 to the farm wealth of 
tho country in a single year. 

There has Peon a heavy increase in 
oomniereitil prices. On I'ebruary 2 na- 
tive sheep were (iimteil tit to §.'1.50 
and wi'steriis at 51.25 to S:i.:',0. In the 
case of hogs the advance during the 
month hits been oven greater. The 
liigliest range of prices of animals for 
slaughter was reported in. August anil 
September us to cattle and hogs, though 
the statins of .sheep has since advanced. 

The proportion of ihv. cotton crop of 
IS'.IL thrdugliout the cotton-growing- 
.sl.'ites shows a g-enertil average of 8;i.lJ 
percent. The reports of tho Russian 
crops continue to ba contradictory and 
unsatisfactory. 'The last cablegram 
from Odessa states that nearly all 
southern lUlssia is snU'ering from a 
blight of bla-ck frost. In the Caucasus 
a better prospect prevails. 

No important changes in the rates of 
Irei.ght upon agrieultura.l products were 
rei)orli'd by any of the trunk line eom- 
panies Jaiinary 1. Ib02, iis compared 
with those reported Deceinljcr 1, IS'.ll. 
Transatlantic rates .generally are con- 
siderably lower than they were De- 
cember 1. ' ITrotn New York to Liver- 
pool 'the decrease is from 10 per cent, 
upon some articles to nearly 85 per 
cent, on others.
